Washington, June 12.—Income tax 
shared with the wool schedule the at­ 
tention of the senate during the day’s 
pitting of that body and after discus­ 
sion of an hour or more its further 
consideration 
was 
postponed 
until 
June 18. 
Late in the day the senate refused 
by the decisive vote of 59 to 8 to re­ 
commit the wool schedule to the com­ 
mittee on finance on motion of Mr. 
Cummins and thus finally concluded 
the consideration of that schedule. 
Mr. La Follette made a determined 
fight 
to 
compel 
the 
adoption 
of 
amendments to the wool schedule of 
the tariff bill which were Thursday 
presented by himself. 
These amendments went down be­ 
fore the majority, which right along 
had stood for the finance committee’s 
work. The vote was 44 against the 
amendments to 32 for them. 
Taking up for consideration the free 
list, the senate at the night session 
made considerable progress. The duty 
on cut diamonds and other precious 
stones was increased to 15 per cent 
ad valorem and placed a duty of 5 per 
cent ad valorem on uncut diamonds. 
Hides and refined petroleum were not 
disposed of. 
Consideration of the articles on the 
free list was asked for by Mr. Smoot 
when the senate met at night. 
Mr. 
Brown (Neb.) asked why the next 
schedule, that on wood pulp and print 
paper, was to be passed over. 
Mr 
Smoot explained that it was desirous 
to wait until Mr. Hale, who is ill, 
could be present. Asking Mr. Aid- 
rich to give the senate some intima­ 
tion a 3 to the duty it was intended to 
impose on wood pulp aud print paper, 
Mr. Brown said th at the bill was re­ 
ported to the senate ten weeks ago, 
but that up to the present time no 
recommendation or report had been 
made regarding the rates. 
Mr. Aldrich replied that the rates 
which the committee would recom­ 
mend would be lower than the exist­ 
ing duties but higher than those in 
the house bill. 
Mr. Smoot’s request was granted 
and after a formal committee amend­ 
ment had been agreed to Mr. Stone 
offered an amendment placing cholor- 
sulphuric acid on the free list. 
Mr. Stone's amendment was adopt­ 
ed.

Buffalo, N. Y., June 12—The wel­ 
fare of the rural communities, juve­ 
nile courts and their inestimable val­ 
ue as a reform agency, the prevention 
of blindness 
and 
child insurance, 
w'ere among the many matters taken 
up at the conference of charities and 
corrections here. After a good natured 
all day contest between Pittsburg, 
Denver and St. Louis for next year’s 
convention, 
the 
committee decided 
in favor of the last named city. 
“Quarantine for all mental defec­ 
tives—not for forty days, but for life,” 
is the keynote of the report of the 
committee on “defectives,” read at 
the evening session by the chairman. 
Dr. J. M. Murdock of Polk, Pa. 
Dr. Murdock said that such quaran­ 
tine “will prevent more unnecessary 
pauperism, degeneration and crime, 
and do more for the upbuilding of our 
race than any other measure within 
the power of man.”

given over to the enthusiasm of the 
alumni and undergraduates, Joined in 
celebrating the 100th anniversary of 
the founding of the college that has 
turned out many men distinguished in 
the history of the state and the na­ 
tion. 
The centennial will be held as a fea­ 
ture of commencement week. Among 
the visitors to Qxford w[}l be repre­ 
sentatives of Miami’s sister univer- 
aitles and colleges, many of whom will 
deliver addresses. The centennial ad­ 
dress, the chief oratorical feature of 
tho week, will be delivered by Dr. 
Henry Mitchell MacCracken, chancel­ 
lor of New York university, who was 
graduated from Miami in 1857.

New York to Have Week's Re­ 


joicing Over Event. 


New York, June 12.—Although the 
■plendid new 
and 
tig Queensboro 
bridge, which was formally opened 
today, connects only the boroughs of 
Queens and M anhattan the entire city 
was represented at the celebration. In 
addition other cities joined with New 
York in celebrating the acquisition of 
its latest municipal improvement by 
sending official congratulations and 
personal representatives. 
The great 
structure has also attracted to this 
city many engineers desirous of in­ 
specting the country’s largest canta­ 
lever bridge. 
The city’s celebration of the open­ 
ing of the bridge will last a week. In 
that 
time 
there will 
be 
parades, 
speeches, 
exhibitions 
of 
fireworks, 
athletic contests, automobile races and 
many other features. 
The celebra­ 
tion began today with the big mili­ 
tary, civic, political, industrial and 
fraternal 
parade, which started 
in 
Manhattan and marched over the 
bridge into Queens borough. The cel­ 
ebration will close on the night of 
Saturday, June 19, with a dinner at 
the Waldorf-Astoria. 
Only three 
bridges with longer 
spans than the Queensboro bridge ex­ 
ist—the Brooklyn bridge, of 1,595 feet; 
the Williamsburg bridge, of 1,600 feet, 
both of the suspension type, and the 
Firth of Forth bridge, Scotland, of 
1,710 feet. 
The 
Queensboro comes 
next with 1,1S2 feet. The total length 
of the structure formally opened to­ 
day is 8,231 feet. 
The bridge was 
thrown open 
to 
traffic 
informally 
March SO. Its cost was $20,000,000.

York, June 
12.—What 
ap­ 
peared to be hazy memory of Mrs. 
Katherine Clemmons Gould on the 
second day of her testimony in cross- 
examination brought a rebuke from 
Supreme Court Justice Dowling, who 
is hearing her suit for separation 
against her husband, Howard Gould, 
second son of the late Jay Gould. An­ 
other interesting phase of the case 
was a tilt between Lawyers Delancey 
Nlcholl, for the defendant, and Clar­ 
ence J. Shearn, for Mrs. Gould. 
“Please try to be polite,” Mr. Shearn 
cautioned Mr. Nicholl, when the lat­ 
ter asked the witness a question 
aharply. 
“Oh, I’m sick of trying to be po­ 
lite. 
I’ve been polite all day and 
Mrs. Gould won’t answer a straight 
question,” retorted Nicholl. 
“Yes, the witness has given Mr. 
Nicholl much unnecessary trouble,” 
Justice Dowling interposed. 
Mrs. Gould leaned forward eagerly 
at this point to meet the next ques­ 
tion, but just then adjournment was 
taken for the day, with the likelihood 
that she will remain on the stand 
throughout another day. 
As uncertain as was the witness’ 
memory at times, she did not fail to 
take advantage of that very fact, when 
occasion 
twice 
offered. 
Once 
she 
apologized for her inability to tell 
whether 
certain 
restaurant 
checks 
were her’s or not, saying that she 
was interested in knowing “how her 
husband spent his money,” and again 
when she could not tell whether a 
diamond pendant valued at $13,300 
had been bought by her or by her 
husband 
“for 
another.” 
Delancey 
Nicholl protested vigorously against 
this insinuation and Justice Dowling, 
with some asperity, ordered it strick­ 
en from the record. 


Astonished the Spectators. 
The amounts of assorted jewels, 
tailors’ 
costumes 
and 
bootmakers’ 
bills continued to make the spectators 
admitted to the courtroom gasp and 
stare. The articles purchased includ­ 
ed the pearl rope which the witness 
wore, listed at $27,000; the disputed 
pendant at $13,300; a diamond chain 
at $22,000; a diamond diadem at $24,- 
000, and a sapphire ring at $6,000. 
Such little things as $500 worth of silk 
stockings at a time, or $1,528 for 
shoes, were trivial by comparison. 
Five tailor-made suits were ordered at 
a cost of $5,807. 
Mr. Nicholl asked the witness if she 
had ever traveled with Buffalo Bill’s 
Wild West show. 
Mrs. Gould replied 
th at she had traveled once with Miss 
Ada Cody and had accompanied the 
show to Naples, Rome and other Euro­ 
pean cities. She had seen a good deal 
of Colonel Cody, as he was her man­ 
ager and she had frequently to consult 
him, she said. 
Questioned about her residence in 
the St. Regis hotel in New York, in 
August, 1906, Mrs. Gould said she had 
company in her rooms there for lunch­ 
eon and dinner, and that Dustin Far­ 
ming the actor, had dined with her at 
the St. Regis. On a motor car trip in 
September, she said, she met Far- 
num and dined with him in the restau­ 
rant of a hotel in Hartford, Conn. She 
said she saw Farnum next in Philadel­ 
phia on Get. 12. 
Mrs. Gould said she 
m et Mr. Farnum at Castle Gould in 
the fall of 1906. This happened when 
a conveyance in which Mrs. Gould 
was riding collided with a truck some­ 
where between New York and Ja­ 
maica. 
Replying to questions Mrs. Gould 
said she did not go to a roadhouse and 
sup with Mr. Farnum after the col­ 
lision, but after visiting Castle Gould 
they stopped at a roadhouse on the 
Vanderbilt cup course and had some 
refreshments brought out to them, but 
did not enter the house.

ELEVEN KILLED 
IN TEXAS STORM 


Several Other Persons Are Se­ 


riously Injured. 


3N CHARGE OF BLACKMAIL 


TRAIN BLOWN FROM BRIDGE 


Traveling Salesman Killed and Eleven 


Persons Hurt In Accident North of 


Sweetwater— Towns of Haskell and 


Lueders Swept by the Storm— Thou­ 


sands of Dollars’ Worth of Property 


Destroyed. 


Dallas, Tex., June 12.—Eleven per­ 
sons are dead and several injured as 
a result of tho storm in Central 
\ 
Texas, including one man who was 
killed when a wind storm blew a Kan­ 
sas City, Mexico and Orient railway 
passenger train from the Brazos river 
bridge 
north 
of 
Sweetwater. The 
towns of Haskell and Lueders were 
also swept by the storm, which was 
accompanied by a fall of hall. Thou­ 
sands of dollars’ worth of crops and 
orchards were destroyed. 
Seven are dead at Haskell, Tex. 
Near Lueders three persons were 
killed and several seriously hurt, and 
ten or twelve buildings were wrecked. 
In the wreck of the Kansas City, 
Mexico and Orient train, J. E. Stam­ 
ford, a traveling salesman of Crom­ 
well, Tex., was killed and eleven per­ 
sons w’ere badly hurt. 
The whole train except the engine 
and tender was blown from the track. 
Conductor Alexander was badly in­ 
jured in the arm, Brakeman Van 
Zandt injured about the head and 
nine others were seriously Injured. 


MOB LYNCHES TWO NEGRCES 


ENDS 
LIVES OF CHILDREN 


Woman Lies Down W ith Them and 
la Asphyxiated. 
Rochester, N. Y., June 12.—Cecelia 
Zwinrer, a widow, took two of her 
three children Into a bedroom, lay 
down after turning on the gas and 
was asphyxiated with the~\ 
A third 
child, a boy of nine years, was play­ 
ing outdoors and so escaped death. 
The woman was an Austrian and it 
is said had brooded over the recent 
death of her husband. 


Hangs Alleged Murderers and Riddles 
Their Bodies W ith Shot. 
Branchville, S. C., June 12.—A tele­ 
phone message from 
Smoaks, ten 
miles from here, states that Qutllie 
Simmons and Frank Samuels, arrest­ 
ed there charged with the murder of 
young Ben Smoaks two weeks ago, 
were lynched by a mob of over 500. 
The victims are negroes. 
The report here is that Constable 
Maxey, who arrested the men at 
Smoaks, had started for Walterboro 
with his prisoners when he was over­ 
taken by the mob and forced to re­ 
turn to Smoaks. There the mob took 
the two negroes, carried them to a 
point near the railroad track and 
hanged them to a tree, afterward rid­ 
dling their bodies with shot. It is 
said that the two negroes made a par­ 
tial confession, but denied doing the 
actual shooting. 


iRAFFIC AT A STANDSTILI 


Rain Puts South Dakota Railroads Out 
of Business. 
Rapid City, S. D., June 12.—Traffic 
is at a standstill on three of Rapid 
City’s four railroads. Nearly seven 
inches of rainfall in the past three 
days has put the lines completely out 
of business. Trains on the Omaha 
line of the Northwestern are getting 
through, but with great difficulty. The 
Milwaukee bas many bridges out, 
while the Burlington is in no better 
shape. The damage to property will 
be heavy. 


State May Prosecute Black Hand Sus­ 
pects in Ohio. 
Columbus, O., June 12.—Charges of 
blackmail may be brought by the 
state against members of the Marion 
Black Hand conspiracy, with a possi­ 
ble penalty of twenty years in the 
penitentiary, against eighteen months 
provided by the federal statutes. Fed- 
tral authorities will not surrender 
their prisoners until after they have 
paid the penalty for violation of pos­ 
tal laws, but they are ready to assist 
In the prosecution of state cases by 
furnishing evidence, information or 
testimony. 
It is felt that the federal penalty is 
wholly inadequate to meet tho case. 
An effort probably will be made to 
remove Its limitations by making it 
broader and with a possible maximum 
penalty of twenty years. 
Much of the information in the 
hands of Postal Inspector J. F. Olds- 
field and his associates relates to the 
commission of state crimes. They 
know the history of a plot which re^ 
suited In an attempt a year ago to 
blow up the residence of Agostino 
Genario in Columbus with a dynamite 
bomb. The story of other acts of vio­ 
lence committed by the band directed 
from Marion by Sam Llmais Is being 
revealed as the work of preparing the 
cases against those under arrest pro­ 
ceeds 
Members of the gang 
are 
awaiting preliminary hearings in Co­ 
lumbus, Cleveland, Toledo and Can­ 
ton, O. 


QUASHES CONSPIRACY CASE 


Police 
Justice 
Disposes 
of 
That 
Against Detroit Men. 
Detroit, June 
12.—Police Justice 
Jeffries quashed the conspiracy case 
against Louis H. Case, the managing 
partner, and five employes of the 
brokerage firm of Cameron Currie & 
Co., whose $1,500,000 failure occurred 
last 
July. 
The 
defendants 
were 
charged 
with 
defrauding 
Cameron 
Currie of $50,000 by using the firm’s 
credit for personal speculation. 
Mr. 
Currie said on the stand that the al­ 
leged dealings of employes would not 
have been sufficient to wreck the firm. 
He also assumed personal responsi­ 
bility for some of the uncollected 
large accounts carried on the firm’s 
books. 
There 
remain 
two 
indictments 
against Louis H. Case individually, in 
which he is charged with embezzling 
funds belonging to patrons of Cam­ 
eron Currie & Co. 
Justice Jeffries In dismissing the 
conspiracy case advised the prosecut­ 
ing officials to institute new proceed­ 
ings in which “men higher up” should 
be included.

Presentation of Silver Service Bear­ 
ing Portrait of Jefferson Davis. 
St. Paul, June 12.—The forty-third 
annual reunion of the Minnesota G. 
A. R. came to an end after a day of 
important 
events, 
principal 
among 
which were the passing of a resolu­ 
tion condemning the presenting of a 
silver service bearing the portrait of 
Jefferson Davis to the battleship Mis­ 
sissippi, the unanimous indorsement 
of former Governor Van Sant for na­ 
tional commander at the next nation­ 
al encampment at Salt Lake City, Aug. 
9, and the election of officers and 
delegates to the national encampment. 
The officers elected are: Judge L. W. 
Collins, Minneapolis, commander; Dr. 
©. 8. Pine, St. Paul, senior vice com­ 
mander, and J. A. Towne, Washing 
ton, Junior vice commander. 


New York, June 12.—Through a pri­ 
vate cable message news reached New 
York that the Cunard liner Slavonia, 
bearing HO cabin passengers and 300 
passengers in the steerage, stranded 
off Flores island, in the Azores group. 
The vessel, which left this port for 
Naples on June 3, is almost a com­ 
plete wreck, but thanks to the timely 
aid rendered by North German Lloyd 
and Hamburg American liners, which 
were nearby, every passenger, accord­ 
ing to the reports here, was taken off 
in safety. 
First reports that the Cunarder had 
run aground reached here in a mes­ 
sage to the North German Lloyd from 
Captain 
Peterson 
cf the 
Prinzess 
Irene, saying: 
“Took on board Prinzess Irene 110 
cabin 
passengers 
from 
steamship 
Slavonia at southwest of Flores is­ 
land. The 300 steerage passengers on 
Batavia. Slavonia 
probably 
total 
wreck.” 
The list of cabin passengers on the 
Slavonia as given by the Cunard liner 
contains no addresses, but the first 
class passengers are practically all 
Americans. 
The Slavonia is a twin screw steam­ 
ship of 10,606 gross tonnage, is 510 
feet long with a 50-foot beam and is 
22 feet deep. 
Her commander is Cap­ 
tain A. G. Dunning. The vessel is 
comparatively new, having been built 
at Sunderland, Eng., in 1903.

They cause mouth breath­ 
ing, with all its attendant evils. They 
open the way for a hundred and one 
Ills, from rupture of the eardrum, run­ 
ning from the ears, coughs and tonsill- 
tis to pulmonary tuberculosis. 
A slight operation suffices to remove 
them. The baby suffers little pain and 
loses little blood. Out they come, and 
with them the overgrown tonsils that 
commonly accompany them. If they 
are suffered to remain they may never 
be discovered. But it is certain that in 
one way or another, directly or indi­ 
rectly, they will cause damage.—Dr.

Report that Sixty Per Cent Ore 
Has Been Struck on the 
CameTllt Farm 


LEASED TO NORTHERN PACIFIC 


Owners of the Land Have Leased 
Property on Royalty of 221-2 
Cents Per Ton 
W hat will probably prove one of the 
most important finds of iron ore on the 
Cuyuna range is said to have been made 
on the Cameron farm just East of the 
city thn week. The property 
was 
leased by the owners, Messrs. O'Brien, 
Holland and Hartley to the Northern 
Pacific railway company which recent­ 
ly a tatted its first drill on the proper­ 
ty. The very first drill hole struck the 
ore a t a depth of 180 feet, according to 
reports from reliable sources. This is 
somewhat deeper than it was thought 
the iron would be encountered, but the 
fact that it was of a grade assaying 60 
per cent, or better far more than off­ 
sets the disadvantage of the depth. 
The Northern Pacific has leases on six 
forties of land in what is supposed to 
be the same ore body and it is said that 
the company will put several more 
drills on it in the near future. 
The Cameron property is leased at 
22J cents per ton with a minimum of 
20,000 tons per year for the first year 
and 40,000 per year thereafter. 
As 
this property lies so close to the main 
line of the Northern Pacific that an 80 
rod spur will tap it, it will probably be 
among the first to be on the shipping 
list of the Cuyuna range.

LONG ON ROOSEVELT HUNT. 


W ell K no w n Naturalist C a lls “Whole 
Bloody Business” Brutalizing. 
Dr. William J. Long. the former min 
lster and naturalist, whose writings 
were bitterly attacked by Theodore 
Roosevelt, talked recently about Mr. 
Roosevelt’s African bunting trip. 
Dr. Long declares the worst feature 
of the whole business Is the brutaliz­ 
ing influence which the reports from 
Africa have on thousands of American 
boys. 
“In one dispatch I notice that when 
he could not find buffaloes he had to 
content himself by shooting wart hogs 
and other inoffensive creatures. 
As 
the buffaloes are fast disappearing 
from Africa and as Mr. Roosevelt had 
already killed several, why 
the 
name of science should fie tf6 5ht to 
kill more, and why, falling to find buf­ 
faloes, should he content hjmself bj 
slaughtering other creatures? 
“The whole thing is atrocious. It Is 
exactly like his own record of killing 
eleven bull elk on one trip and then, 
on his way out, killing two more that 
he found fighting. 
Their meat was 
unfit to use and was left in the woods. 
Then he preached to us on the virtue 
ut game protection, and when becomes 
back from this trip you will hear his 
righteous dissertation on the necessity 
for preserving game In 
Africa, of 
course, after he has killed everything 
he could find. 
“The only thing we will get out of 
the much heralded trip will be some 
more hunting yarns, almost as vera­ 
cious as Mr. Roosevelt’s account of his 
heroic exploit at San Juan Hill, and 
some more skins and bones, of which 
we already have too many. 
The only 
one who will ever learn or teach any­ 
thing of value is the man who studies 
the living animal, not the man who 
gloats over a dead one. 
“The worst feature In tile whole 


bloody business Is not the killing of a 
few hundred wild animals in Africa, 
but the brutalizing influence which 
these reports have upon thousands of 
American boys. 
“Only recently I met half a dozen lit­ 
tle fellows in the woods. The biggest 
boy had a gun and a squirrel tail In 
his hat, and he called himself Bwana 
Tumbo. 
They were shooting every­ 
thing in sight, killing birds a t a time 
when every dead mother meant a nest­ 
ful of young birds slowly starving to 
death. And how could I convince them 
that their work was inhuman? Is not 
the great American hero occupied at 
this time with the same detestable 
business? 
And why should not they 
also be heroic and make a few fine 
shots and content themselves with 
robins and rabbits since faunal nat- 
, uralists and other game butchers have 
killed off all our buffaloes?”

A Cord of Wood Is a Rather Un­ 
certain Proposition. 


CCO FACTS ABOUT ITS BULK. 


WEEKLY REVIEW OF TRADE 


Thor* Ara Many Different Conditions 
That Affoet tho Moaauromont of tho 
PH#—'Tho Interesting Result of sn 
Experimental Test. 


When Is a cord not a cord? 
To the farmer harvesting his small 
wood lot and to the man laying In logs 
for the large fireplace of his country 
or seaside home, to the paper manu­ 
facturer buying pulp wood and to the 
proprietor of tho ordinary city wood 
yard, to all of these men this question 
has nu important financial meaning. 
Queer to say aud contrary to the be­ 
lief of most people, there are many 
times when a cord Is less than a cord 
and many conditions when It is more. 
School arithmetics say that a cord of 
wood is 128 cubic feet, or the con­ 
tents of a pile eight feet long, four feet 
high and four feet wide. Wood is mar­ 
keted on this basis. 
A pile whose 
length, breadth and height multiplied 
together gives this number of cubic 
foot fills this requirement, no matte! 
whether the sticks are long or short, 
straight or crooked, round or split, un­ 
less thoro is an understanding to the 
contrary. Nevertheless, a cord, though 
it comes up to legal measurements, is 
an uncertain quantity, even when the 
seller Is honest and the buyer satis­ 
fied. 
A lumberman may have a tract of 
pulp wood which he sells to a paper 
mill at $5 a cord for as many cords as 
It w ill make. It is in the contract that 
he shall cut find stack it. Ile cuts it In 
twelve foot lengths, find when the job 
is complete it measures 200 cords, and 
he receives $1,000 for it. 
Would he 
have made or lost by cutting four fool 
lengths Instead of twelve? 
Ile would have lost in the first place 
from the additional labor required to 
cut four foot wood, but his principal 
loss would have resulted from a great­ 
ly diminished number of cubic feet, 
due to the fact that short sticks lie 
closer together than large. 
Measurements and experimental tests 
have been made to ascertain exactly 
hpw much actual wood Is in cords of 
different lengths?, sizes, shapes and 
species. 
Had the 300 cords of twelve foot 
wood been gut in four foot lengths 
there would, have l>een only ITG cords, 
and tile livener would have received 
for it $?880 Instead of $1,000. It was, 
therefore, clearly to his advantage to 
cut twelve foot lengths, but it would 
have been to tho buyer’s advantage to 
have it cut In four foot lengths. Ile 
would have received tile same actual 
quantity of wood for $120 less. 
It nlso makes considerable differ­ 
ence to the seller whether wood is 
chopped or sawed. 
If chopped, the 
chips are lost. 
Where the logs are I 
large this loss amounts to no small 
total. 
In a cord of four foot wood, 
with sticks six inches in diameter, the 
chip loss is from G to 8 per cent, and, 
of course, the shorter the sticks are 
cut the greater the loss. 
If the wood 
is sawed the sawdust loss is scarcely 
the half of I per cent. 
The difference due to spaces between 
the sticks, of course, depends very 
much on the shape and size of the 
sticks. 
Straight, 
smooth sticks lie 
close together, and a cord contains 
more wood and less air. 
For given 
lengths sticks of soft woods are usual­ 
ly straighter and smoother and when 
stacked lie closer together. 
But w hat­ 
ever the kind, cords of long sticks are 
pretty sure to contain more empty 
space than cords made of short pieces. 
Likewise cords of split wood contain 
less than cords of rouud sticks. 
The 
finer the wood is split the more it 
makes; hence wood dealers are often 
willing to sell kindlings, all sawed and 
split, for the same price per cord as 
unsplit wood. They get back the cost 
of labor in the increased bulk. 
A cord (128 cubic feet) of four foot 
hardwood 
usually 
contains 
about 
eighty-tliree cubic feet of solid wood, 
a c o r d of three foot wood averages 
eighty-three and one-half foot, of two 
foot wood eighty-four feet and of one 
foot wood eighty-five feet. The coni­ 
fers. soft woods, contain ninety tc 
ninety-six cubic feet. Thus the pur­ 
chaser receives on an average about 
two-tldrds of a cord of real wood and 
ono-thlrd of a cord of spaces. 
In some countries wood Is bought by 
weight, and the buyer comes mon 
nearly getting what he bargains for, 
but even then he may miss it If he re­ 
ceives green wood when he wants dry. 
According to timber testing engineers 
of the United States forest service, 
wood may lose half or more Its green 
weight In seasoning. Cedar for lead 
pencils Is bought by weight In this 
country. The pieces are so small and 
of such irregular size that they cannot 
conveniently be stacked and measured 
as cordwood. 
The bulk of nearly all woods de­ 
creases as seasoning goes on. A hun­ 
dred cords green will 
make 
from 
eighty-nine to ninety-three cords when 
dry. This is a factor of no small Im­ 
portance to dealers who handle large 
quantities. 
Wood lot owners and farmers who 
have small forest tracts from which 
they expect to sell cord wood are no 
less Interested than contractors who 
buy and sell large quantities. It will 
stand them In hand to know how 
much difference It makes 
whether 
wood Is cut long or short, chopped or 
sawed, whether the sticks are round 
or split, whether large or small and 
whether the measurements are to be 
made while the wood Is green or after 
it Is seasoned.
